ADDENBtM TO BOP EXECUTION PROTQQQL 
FEDERAL DEATH SENTENCE IMPLEMENTATION PROCEDURES 

EFFECTIVE JULY 1,2007 

A. Federal death sentences are implement feyan intravertbus^njection of a 
letha] eybstance or substanc^Jn a quantity sufficient to cause death, such 
substEiitce or sub^arices to be determined by th§ Director, Federal Bureau of 
Prisons (BOP) and fa be admiriisfered by qu£8ttfef personnel selected by the 
Warder* and acting M the direction of the United Slates Marshal 2&CFR263, 
The procedures utilised by the BOP to implement federal death s^ntenpes shall 
be as follows unless modified at fee discretion of fte ptector or hte/h^r 
designee, as necessary to (1) comply with specific judicial coders; (2) based on 
the retoiflmendatfeft of on-site medical persWr^E utilizing th^ir ttimcal judgment; 
or (3) as max fee required by other circumstances. 

B The identities of personnel considered lor and/or selected to perform de$£b 
sentence related functions, any documentation establishing their quafifcations 
and the identities of personnel participating in federal judicial execiitiotis or 
[raining for such judical e£ecutioft£ $fa$\ be protacfed from disclosure to the 
Fullest exfabt permitted by law. 



C. The lethal substances to be utilized In federal lethal factions shall b£ Sttdium 
Pentothal, (thiopental); Pancuronium Bromide snd Potassium Chloride. 

Not less than fourteen (14) days prior to a scheduled execufoft, the Director or 
designee, m contortion with the United States Marsha! Service, staaJi make a 
final seteirtion of qtiaffifed personal to serve as the executioners) and their 
alternates. See BOP Execution Protocol, Cftap. 1, §§ 111 (F) and IV (B) & {E^ 
Qualified personnel shall have necessary training or experience m the specific 
function they will psrfoto in ImplemeilfTg the federal *daath sentence, Any 
documentation establishing the qualifications, Including training of such 
personnel shall be maintained toythe Director cr designee. 

The Director or designee shall appoint a senior level Bureau employee to assist 
the United States Marsha! In implementing the federal death sentence. The 
Director or designee shall appoint an additional senior level Bureau employee to 
supervise flie activities of personnel $m$ar ing and administering the lethal 
substances. 

F, The lethal substances shall be prepared by qualified personnel in the following 
manner ufitess otherwise directed by thk Director, or designee, oh the 
recommendation cl the on-site medical personn&i Thefethal substen<Ses- shall 
be pJaced into four sete erf numbered and labeled syriinges. Two of the sefe of 
syringes are used in the implemeotaffcin of the death sentence and ^b^ets are 
available as a,backup.

G, Approximately thirty (30) minutes prior to ^scheduled mp]0mnt$$ori of the 
<leath sentence, the condemned individual wiife& escorted into tte execution 
room, The condemned indMdual will be restmtr^d to the exectifofi table; The 
leads tif a cardiac monitor will be Attached by qualified personnel A suitable 
venous access im or lines will be inserted and inspected by qyailert ^Sfsonnel 
and a slow rate flow of normal saline solution i^gua 

H. Lethal substances shall be adminlsiered intravenously. Venous catheterization 
of the femoral vein fe the preferred access method. .The Director ordesfcpifee 
may approve a Cerent method of venous acoe$$ (i} based on tfe training and 
experience of personnel .establishing the intravenous ac^ss; (2) to comply with 
specific orders of federal courts; or (3) based upon a regmimendation from 
qualified personnel available at the execution facility. 

When venous access is acquired through the femoral vefe (accessed near the 
groin), a set of syringes will consist of; 

Syringe #i contains 5,0 grams of Sodlym Pentothalin 10 ccs of diluent 

Syringe # 2 contains €©ccs pf safee ftisft, 

Syringe #3 ;contains1 20 mflligrams of Pancuronium Bromide, 

Syringe #4 contains 120 milligrams of Pancuronium Brortide, 

Swinge # 5 obtains 60 cc$ of saline flush, 

Syong&# 6 conMns 120 rnEq of Potassium Qhferid^and 

Syringe #7 contains 120 mEq of PotasSiotm Ghioride.
